Schaeffer at the Carondelet Police Sta- 
tion. He admits the shooting and pleads 
the “unwritten law” in justification. 

Fink is 30 years old. He has been 
married three years. He says he and 
his wife lived happily together until 
Hildebrand began paying attentions to 
her. He warned Hildebrand, he says, 
and told him that ifthe did not cease his 





‘attentions he would be killed. 


Hildebrand is said to have paid no 
heed to the warning, and Fink and his 
wife sepurated. Sunday night he was 
sitting at his darkened home, thinking 
over his troubles. He did not know 
where his wife was, but he believed she 
was with Hildebrand. Putting a re- 
volver in his pocket, he started out to 
find her, with his mind made up to 
shoot Hildebrand if he found them to- 
gether. When he saw them leaving the 
garden together he fired twice. 

One bullet penetrated Hildebrand’s 
breast and lodged near the back, inflict- 
ing a probably fatal wound. 

Fink then approached his wife, de- 
manded the return of $6 which he had 
given her when they separated, took the 
money and disappeared. 

hilidebrand rode a short distance on a 
car and then walked to his home at 
8524 Water street, a mile from the scene 
of the shooting.

Special to the Post-Dispatch, 
SPRINGFIELD, Mo., Aug. 2.—The 
trial of Doss Galbraith, accused of mur- 
der in connection with the lynching of 
three negroes here, was resumed this 
morning with a great array of State 
counsel. 
Attorney-General 
Springfield with Assistant Attorney- 
General Gentry this morning, and 
around the table reserved for counsel 
when court convened was a contingent 
of five from Jefferson City, Hadley, Ken- 


nish and Gentry and two clerks from 
Hadley’s office. 

This array of State help for the prose- 
cution was on hand in anticipation ofa 
sudden move on the part of tne defense. 
Rumors that’some new plan was in the 
minds of the lawyers for Galbraith have 
been growing since Friday’s session, 

After a delay of two hours the State 
‘finally turned over its list of six chal- 
lenges at 9 o’clock and then there was 
a long delay while the defendant’s at- 
torneys went over the prosecution’s chal- 
lenge list and decided on their course 
of action. The defense then announced 
its challenges and the following men 
were left in the jury box: 

George Flannery, J. P. Sneed, George 
Smith, C. J. Diemer, M. P. Rogers, P. C. 
Freeman, W. M. Justice, E. E. Husey, 
J. Cc. Johnson, E. F. Wilson, George 
Van Zandt and Fred Peck. 


Ready for Business, 


“Does this mean that there will be no 
more protests and no more motions?” 
was asked of O. T. Hamlin, one of the 
attorneys for the defense. 

“Yes, sir,’ he declared emphatically. 
‘We are here ready for business.”’ 

As soon as the jury was sworn, Pros- 
ecutor Patterson called the list of wit- 
nesses that the State will use and all 
were sworn at once. The complete list 
numbered 47 including the Sheriff and 
his deputies. Seventeen failed to an- 
swer. There was one woman called as a 
witness, Bertha Hall. 

The defense did not have so many wit- 
nesses on hand, although their dist is 
larger. Out of 84, an even 60 failed to 
answer to their names. 

A full half hour was consumed in 
calling the roll of the long list of wit- 
nesses for both side, and then, with 
Doss Galbraith, his wife and his two 
children sitting within six feet of him, 
Prosecuting Attorney Patterson opened 
for the State. All the witnesses, State 
and defense alike, were excluded from 
the courtroom, those for the State be- 
ing sent to the Prosecuting Attorney's 
office and those for the defense to the 
grand jury room. 


Charge Is Specific. 


Attorney Patterson began his opening 
address to the jury by reading the in- 
dictment against Galbraith in the case 
of negro Horace Duncan. The indict- 
ment charges Doss Galbraith with hav- 
ing placed the rope around the neck of 
Duncan. 

The State has a witness who will tes- 
tify specifically regarding Galbraith’s 
alleged connection with the rope and 
another who will testify that after the 
third negro had been hanged Galbraith 
was met with a rope over his arm and 
said laughingly: ‘‘Well, we've run out 
of niggers, but we’ve still got plenty of 


rope.”’ 

The defense claims to have a witness 
who will swear that he saw the man 
who brought the rope to the square 
and that he in no way even resembled 
Galbraith. 

Says Galbraith Used Hammer. 


‘The evidence will show,”’ declared At- 
torney Patterson, “that this defendant 
was the second man to enter the Jail. 
We will show that he used a hammer in 
aiding in breaking into the Jail. We will 
show that when one of the negroes tried 
to resist being dragged from the Jail this 
man struck him with the hammer. 

“We shall show that he was present 
on the square with a rope on his arm all 
through the hanging and that when a 
law-abiding citizen criticised the mob, 
this man tried to incite a mob to hang 
this citizen,”’ 

Mr. Patterson’s opening 
only about fifteen minutes. 

Val Mason replied on behalf of Gal- 
braith. He told the jury that he was 
not prepared to declare the entire line 
of defense and simply outlined Gal- 
braith’s movements on April 14. As ex- 
plained by Mr. Mason, it is to be shown 
that Galbraith could have had nothing 
to do with the mob up to 10 o'clock. 


Defense Is Partial Alibi.

POLITICS SWAYS TRIAL 


Case Has Become Politica] Is- 
sue and Has Embittered 
Springfield, 


SPRINGFIELD, Mo., Aug. 20.—The 
editing of a grand jury report and the 
Suppression of certain portions of it 
before it was finally signed and re- 
turned to the Court was the cause of 
the bitter politica! feeling which has 
entered into the triple lynching case 
from the moment indictments were 
found. 

Throughout Greene County political 
lines are closely drawn in discussion of 
the case, the Democrats declaring that 
the trials of the men accused of being 
implicated in the lynching have become 
nothing but political “log rolling.’’ 

During all the discussion, in which 
both parties have been accused of play- 
ing politics in connection with the 
cases, people who were not in the know 
politically have been positive that there 
was something back of the conflict be- 
tween the two parties—something di- 
rectly responsible for the action of the 
recent Democratic County Convention, 
which interpolated a plank into its plat- 
form, condemning bitterly the grand 
jury which indicted the men. 

The underlying cause of this action 
is here made known for the first time. 

The staff correspondent of the Post- 
Dispatch, who is reporting the trial of 
Doss Galbraith, charged with murder 
in the second degree in connection with 
the lynching, obtained access today to 
the original grand jury report made to 
Judge Lincoln at the time the indict- 
ments were returned. On the typewrit- 
ten sheets are still clauses which were 
written as part of the report, and then 
eliminated by scratching them out be- 
fore the report was officially turned 
over to the court. 

The portion eliminated censured the 
Sheriff for being derelict in his duty of 
defense when the mob visited the. Jail 
to take the negroes, 


Only Democrats Blamed. 


The Democrats declare that the report 
was “‘edited’’ and this portion of it 
stricken out because Sheriff Horner was 
a Republican. They point out that, as 
officially presented, the report is made 
to appear to praise the Sheriff, the only 
Republican official who was concerned 
in the events of April 14; while the Dem- 
ocratic city officials are unanimously 
condempned, with the exception of one 
policeman, said to be a Republican. 

The report, as officially filed in the 
archives of the Criminal Court, has this 
to say of Sheriff Horner: 

‘“‘We believe that the Sheriff exercised 
wisdom in restraining his deputies in the 
first instance from pouring a fusillade 
into the thousands of ‘innocent and 
thoughtless bystanders congregated in 
front of the Jail. 

“It is our desire to be fair and just. 
We therefore commend him for what he 
did then, and has done since.”’ 

Then follows a rehearsal of what the 
Sheriff did during the evening. Refer- 
ence to him ends with the statement 
that “Mr. Horner and all of his oes 
have been tireless in their efforts to help 
ferret out the guilty parties, and their 
assistance has been of great value to 
the grand jury.’ 

Should Have Fired. 
But the original was very much differ- 


ent in tone. 

The portion eliminated consists of a 
section of 220 words, which were in the 
report between the sentence endin 
“congregated in front of the jail” an 
the paragraph beginning “It is our de- 
sire to fair and just.”’ It is as follows: 

“But does it seem that if, when he 
found the mob appearing, he had 
stepped out and commanded them to 
disperse, and had called upon every law- 
abiding citizen to come to his assistance 
or immediately leave the premises, or 
remain at the hazard of his life, and 
bad then withdrawn to his office in the 
Jail and shot the first man to enter the 
door, he would have done his duty, and 
it would doubtless have had a salutary 
effect in checking the rest. 

“If the Sheriff did not want to kill 
any one himself in the discharge of his 
sworn duty in the protection of the help- 
less and defenseless prisoners, he might 
at least have arm them and given 
them a chance to defehd themselves. 

‘Wei do not think that Mr. Horner 
is willfully guilty in any sense of sur- 
rendering the prisoners into the hands 
of the mob, but we do think he ought 
to have taken the precaution to have 
spirited them away as soon as they 
were committed, which was, as we gath- 
er from evidence, about 7 p. m., or else 
have made a more aggressive defense in 


their protection.’

While grand jury proceedings are 
supposed to be secret, the fact that this 
portion of the report had been sup- 
pressed, as well as other things that 
went on in the grand jury investiga- 
tion, became known to certain Demo- 
cratic leaders.

Here he was tendered the hos- 
pitality of the city by Mayor Oliver 
Dwight Filley and prominent citizens. 
There was no public reception. 

The next morning the Prince and his 
suite left the hotel in carriages, accom- 
pamied by James E. Yeatman, Col. John 
O'Fallon, Henry Shaw, Col. Robert 
Campbell and Edward Bates, and pro- 
ceeded to the St. Louis Fair Grounds,

FRENCH PRESIDENT 


Italian Arrested in Marseilles 
After Letter Exposed Anar- 
chists’ Plans. 


MARSEILLES, Aug. %.—The police 
yesterday arrested an Italian anarchist 
named Cirillo Francez, a bootmaker, 
on suspicion of being in a plot to as- 


sassinate President Fallieres on his ap- 
proaching visit to the Marseilles Expo- 
sition. 

When Francez’s lodgings avere 
searched the police found 340 grams of 
fulminate, 500 lead screws and other 
bomb accessories, all of which had been 
brought from Italy. 

The arrest was the result of the re- 
ceipt of an anonymous letter denounc- 
ing the plot, which had wide ramifica- 
tions and is believed to be connected 
with the arrest of the Italian on the 
Franco-Spanish frontier, at the time of 
the attempt .on the lives of King Al- 
fonso and Queen Victoria in Madrid. 
This Italian was released by the 
French police for want of evidence, but 
was expelled from the country.

FORT DE FRANCE, Island of 
Martinique, Aug. 20.—Harthquake 
shocks of more or less severity 
were felt in the Island of Mar- 
tinique at 1:15 p. m. yesterday and 
at 3:47 a. m., 4 @& m. and 8:37 a 
m. today. No damage wag done.

NEW YORK, Aug. 20.—That the death 
list will reach 5800 in Valparaiso alone, 
as a result of the seismic disturbances 
in Chile Aug. 16 and 17, is corifirmed by 
cable reports from the stricken city. 

The property loss will run into the 
millions. The steam railroads and street 
car lines are tied up, while telegraph 
and telephone lines are paralyzed. 

A reign of terror prevails and there 
are horrifying scenes in all parts of the 
city. The squares are full of people 
who have been driven from their homes. 
Thousands are praying on the streets 
and many have gone mad. 

Fires, which followed the earthquakes, 
razed and destroyed the debris. The 
free use of dynamite, as in the San 
Francisco disaster, proved effective 
against the progress of the flames, and 
hundreds of people took refuge on th 
ship: in the harbor. The firemen were 
thoroughly exhausted when the~«flames 
were finally subdued. 

During the conflagrations it was im- 
possible to rescue scores of persons who 
had been imprisoned in the buildings 
wrecked by the earthquakes. 

The known dead at Santiago is 20. 
The estimated dead at other places are: 

At Iuillowa, 30; Elmache, 100; Fetorca, 
11. 


The Government has declared an in- 
definite period of mourning.

At an expense of not more than 50 cents in 





postage stamps, the Mayor and the members of the 


Board of Public Improvements can test the opinion 
of the Municipal Lighting Committee of the Affil- 
iated Business Men’s Association. 

In the opinion of these St. Louis business men, it 
is cheaper and better for the city to manufacture 


‘light for its own streets than to buy it. If this 
“were a matter of private business, a business man 


could get all the data for “figuring it out” by writ- 
ing not more than twenty-five letters. 

These 25 letters, at an expense of 50 cents for 
postage, would have only to be written to the right 
men to bring reliable estimates of the cost of in- 
stalling and operating a plant to do the amount of 
work called for.

spite of the few months interval between them. In 
the first place, they know by long observation that 
nearly all recorded earthquake shocks have occurred 
within two narrow zones. The larger percentage 
has fallen in a belt covering the West Indies and the 
Mediterranean and extending to the Himalayas. The 
smallest percentage has been noted in a strip cir- 
cling the Pacific with which follows the backbone 
of South America and the westernmost mountain 
chains of this continent as far north as Alaska and 
then bends back through Japan. Outside these two 
narrow zones only about 6 per cent of known earth- 
quakes have occurred and they, as a rule, have not 
been violent. Such shaking as central California 
underwent last April and Chile last week are 
ascribed to movements in the earth’s crust, due to 
geological faults. It seems logical that a slipping 
in earth formations in one part of a zone should 
give cause for another. The adjustment of weight 
and mass is naturally felt where the greatest weak- 
nesses exist. 

But shrewdly as scientists reason from exact data, 
they are still groping darkly for definite causes. 


‘None has yet dared to venture a prediction as to 
where an earthquake may be expected except in the 


most general terms, let alone when a jar of the 
earth’s surface will spread death and disaster in its 
wake.

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STAY AT HOME CURE. 

The Massachusetts State Board of Health is pub- 
lishing a series of leaflets on tuberculosis which are 
full of facts and suggestions of very great value. 

In one of these entitled climates for the tubercu- 
lous, the writer, Dr. A. E. Tussey maintains that 
the climate to which a person is accustomed, in which 
he has lived for 30, 20; or even 10 years before his 
illness, “has advantages for him possessed by no 
other which is not exactly similar to it.” 

Improvement often follows a change of climate, 
not because of the climate, but because of the “com- 
plete change in the manner of living which is there 
adopted by the tourist.” The artificialities of his 
accustomed life are given up—late hours, stuffy 
rooms, careless unhygienic practices—and the pa- 
tient allows himself plenty of sleep, plenty of fresh 
air and wholesome food. 

This sounds very like common sense, A person 
threatened with the disease in St. Louis might ward 
it off, or if actually suffering from it may recover, 
if he would make a radical alteration in his mode 
of life. 

Dr. Tussey goes on. “In a large percentage of such 
instances, such judicious life ** * * would save 
annually scores of lives of those who are foolish 
enough to wait until they find themselves thousands 
of miles from home, before their mode of life is 
marked by that prudente which, if displayed at 
home, would be to them the difference between life 
and death.” ; 

There is hope in this. Many give up in despair 
and submit to artificial conditions in which the 
disease flourishes. Stay at home and sleep, breath 
fresh air and eat simple food. That is the pre- 
scription of science; and it is certainly the way of

HE first of the series of children’s concerts for the benefit of the Free Ice 
and Pure Milk Fund was given at the Alps yesterday afternoon.

It’s a very ambitious production Of Hall Caine’s drama, ‘‘The Christian, 
which is essayed at the Suburban this week, with Henrietta Brown in the 
role of Glory Quayle, and so excellent a performance was given last night 
as to place anew the stamp of uncOmmonly high ability upon the Suburban 
company.

According to 
the canvass made in the courtroom by 
those familiar with the politics of the 


county, and in some cases according to 
the statements of the men themselves, 
the political complexion of the panel of 
32 which qualified was 24 Democrats, 
7 Republicans and 1 Prohibitionist. The 
Prohibitionist has since been disquali- 
fied, leaving the panel of 31 on a basis 
of 24 to 7. 

This had led to the comment that 
‘‘Nobody but Republicans would convict 
anybody of complicity in the lynching,”’ 
and this has come to be an accepted 
theory in the city and county. 


Delaney Abandoned Case. 


The attitude of one of the city’s lead- 
ing attorneys, Thomas J. Delaney, has 
also been the subject of much comment 
in the discussion of the political aspects 
of the trials. Mr, Delaney was at first, 
expected to aid in the prosecution of 
the cases, but he withdrew. 

Mr. Delaney has a widespread reputa- 
tion as a prosecuting officer. He aided 
the State effectively in the prosecution 
of Louls Decker of St. Louls, convicted 
of boodling at Springfield and sentenced 
to the Penitentiary for five years. He 
has been an outspoken opponent of all} 
forms of ‘‘mob law.”’ 

It is said that he first offered his ser- 
vices to the State on the night of the 
lynching, when several attorneys were 
in a building adjoining the Courthouse, 
not two hundred and fifty feet away 
from the light tower and statue of Lib- 
erty, where the negroes were being 
burned. 

Springfield polls nearly seven thousand 
votes of the 12,000 of the county.

Spring- 
field elected a Democratic Mayor shortly 
before the triple lynching, and his 
predecessor, in office at the time of the 
tragedy, was a Democrat.

GRABBED WOMAN'S MONEY 





Was About to Elude Pursuers 
When He Ran Into Police- 
men’s Arms.

Sullens 
heard the cry and followed, regardless 
of the extreme heat. Citizens, fearine 
that a murder had been committed, also 
joined in the chase until the erowd 
numbered more than a hundred.

FASIER TO STEAL 
THIRD THAN SECOND 





Statistics Prove That a Greater Percentage of Attempts to Purloin 
the Tertiary Station Are Successful Than Those Which 


Have Second Base 


Every time you go to a ball game you 
hear some one say: “There's still a 
chance.” Maybe he tells you how much 
of a chance. But does he know? You 
can figure that a certain man at bat has 
hit .342 for the season, and immediately 
you think he has better than one 
chance in three to make a hit. 

But what the chances are of a certain 
play being pulled off successfully few 
know. I wanted to find out—so I took 
four old score books of four different 
years. They contained scores of four 
different Chicago National League 
teams apd four other teams, one Cin- 
cinnati gnd three Chicago White Stock- 
ings, as the home -teams against all the 
other, clubs in their leagues. Practi- 
cally, therefore, they represented the 
work of practically 6 different ball 
clubs, covering a period of eigkt years, 
embracing all kinds of teams and play- 
ers, and, of course, the pennant win- 
ners and the tail enders. By studying 
the 158 games recorded in these books I 
got some clews as to the chances of 
certain plays being pulled off. The re- 
sults were rather startling. 


As to the chances of making a base 
hit. In the 158 games 12,395 batters were 
credited with times at bat, and of these 
299 made base hits. The batting aver- 
age of the teams, therefore, was .209 


which shows that even the despised .240 
hitter is going some compared with the 
average. 
ne ong: Bt 158 games 929 men drew pass- 
es to first base, or one Man.was permit- 
ted to walk out of every 14 1-3 (approxi- 
mately) who faced the pitcher. The 
figures showed that 5 4-18 men walked 
to first on bases on balls in every game, 
or that the odds against a batter get- 
ting a base on balls should be approxi- 
r 132-5 to 1.

BB nt some figures that rather 
tend to discourage the art of sacrifice 
hitting. In those games 911 men were 
sent to bat to sacrifice, according to my 
scores. How many disobeyed orders and 
hit itoutI can only guess, and likewise 
there is a chance that 4 lot of them de- 
cidea to hit after they had two strikes 
called. But, at any rate, 911 of them 
went through with the attempt to sac- 
rifice, and 582 of them succeeded in their 
efforts, showing that nearly 64 per cent 
of them succeed, or that the odds ought 
to be 6 to 5 on a man sacrificing suc- 
cessfully. Of these 582 there were 117 
who beat out their bunts and got base 
hits instead of sacrifices. In 37 cases the 
fielders made wild throws -, let the 
runner go on to second, and the —— 
indicate that sacrifices were om pr ote 
causes of winning §1 games of ball; thant 
is, one sacrifice or atttempted sacrifice 
turned the tide and won the pore.

home usually is by some brilliant, dar- 
ing runner and achieved by a sudden 
dash when the pitcher is asleep. 


However, the figures plainly reveal the 
fact that it is easier to steal third base 
than it is to steal second. Of the 822 
men who tried to steal second 455 were 
successful, while 367 were caught, or 
551-3 per cent reached the base in 
safety. Of the 273 who tried to steal 
third 169 reached the base, or over 62 
per cent. Yet nearly four times as 
many tried to steal second as attempted 
to steal third. 

The figures further show that of the 
273 who tried to steal third 96 scored, 
and of these 37 scored on wild throws 
from the catcher resulting from their 
steals, Of the 455 who stole second 43 
went on to third on wild throws from 
the catches, showing that the catcher 
is far more likely to make a wild throw 
to catch a runner at third than he is 
to throw wild to second. 


I can find in the books only 16 in- 
stances of attempts to make the 
“squeeze play,’’ and of these 11 were 
successful and five failures. In four of 
these five failures the batter missed the 
ball and in the other the bunt went 
straight to the_pitcher, who threw out 
the runner at the plate, and the ap- 
pended note says that the pitcher's feat 
was a marvelous one, 

Among other things I looked up the 
chances of a man scoring when he 
reaches different bases. In these games 
3913 men reached first base by hits, er- 
rors, being hit, or bases on balls, or 
fielders’ choices, or an average of about 
21% to the game. Of these 2106 reached 
second, 1311 reached third, and 974 scored, 
It always had seemed to me until then 
that about half the base runners got 
left at third, but when there are fewer 
than 400 left there in 185 games it seems 
that the idea is a fallacious one. 


In these games there were 14 runners 
who reached third with two out, and of 
these only 37 scored, or about lin 5. Of 
those who reached third with one out— 
there were 98 of them—52 reached the 
plate, and of the 43 who reached third 
with none out 81 scored, the others be- 
ing cut off at the plate. 

Of the 183 who tried to score from sec- 
ond on base hits, only 25 were caught at 
the plate, dr about 1 in 7. 


The chances of advancing a runner 
from first to second base on the hit to 
right fleld game is far less, according to 
these figures, than by the sacrifice hit 
game, and in the long run the attempt 
to hit the ball through the infield does 
not pay. Out of the 58 cases of attempts 
to advance a runner by slashing into the 
ball, 3 were successful, which on the 
face of it, would make it seem that 
the play was a good one. The play only 
is counted when made with none out. 
But, on the other hand, it resulted in all 
double plays and in the other cases the 
runner was-forced at second base. 

The double plays destroved the advan- 
tage gained by the 14 clean base hits 
that were made. 

When a fly ball goes to the outfield 
the chances are 320 to 1 that it will be 
caught, so don’t worry when the fielder 
is standing under the ball. The odds 
are all in his favor.—Hugh E. Fullerton, 
in Chicago Tribune.

Through succeeding years the Corin- 
thian club has included in its roster 
many of the leading players of England, 
men who have been chosen from hun- 
dreds of candidates ta represent the 
land of their birth. Each season the 
team meets a number of the leading 
professional elevens of England, and 
invariably gives the pres good battles, 
with a fair percentage of victories. 

It was the brains of Corinthians that 
produced the all-around combination 
play, in which every member of the 
eleven, including the goal keeper, works 
in perfect harmony. 

Frequently when hard pressed the full 
backs will tip the ball back to- the foal 
keeper. Individual starring is tabooed, 
and all of the offense men are taught to 
get ahead with the ball as fast as pos- 
sible. The half backs play close to the 
forwards, and the full backs keep fairly 
close to the halves, depending on their 
speed to get back and tackle any oppos- 
ing forward who may get through. 

The forwards on the present trip are 
men who can run 100 yards in less than 
lis., and this speed is likely to bother 
any St. Louis defense.

When Stillwell closed his restaurant 
at ll p. m.

The redhot bucket burned 
through the floor and bits of the floor- 
ing fell onto three old excelsior and 
moss mattresses in the cellar. 

“Although those mattresses caused 
the smoke that nearly suffocated us,” 
said Stillwell to a Post-Dispatch report- 
er, “I believe they saved our lives. 
That stuff nade such a great smoke it 
came out through the basement win- 
dows. The Sergeant and policeman saw 
it and aroused us. 

“If the Sergeant had not seen the 
smokes the building and everyone in it 
might bave perished.”’ 

William Morehouse, a cook asleep on 
the second floor, was the first awak- 
ened. Then Stillwell was arpused. Oth- 
er members of his family 'were away 
visiting friends. The police and S8till-

AGAINST BUSCH MEASURE, 


Tenth Ward Association Urges 
Municipal Lighting. 


The bill now before the House of Del- 
egates granting a franchise to the Man- 
ufacturers’ Railway (Busch line) was 
strongly censured by members of the 
Tenth Ward Improvement Association, 


and a resolution adopted at the meeting 
Sunday protesting against the bill. 

The association opposes the bill be- 
cause it proposes a ‘“‘perpetual’’ fran- 
chise, does not provide adequate com- 
ponsation for the city, does not forbid 
merging with other lines and permits 
grade crossings. 

Joseph L. Hornsby, former president 
of. the City Council, spoke against the 
bill, declaring that it provided $5000 a 
year remuneration for the city for priv- 
iléges that would be worth $1,000,000 to 
any trunk line entering the city. 

A resolution was passed urging that 
future city lighting contracts reserve 
the right to the city to cancel them 
with six months’ notice. Charles F. Zie- 
bold, president of the West End Busi- 
ness -Men’s Association, said a munici- 
oe lighting plant would furnish arc 
ights at $60 a year, where the eity is 
now paying $90. He said he had investi- 
gated the city lighting system and had 
found that a plant in the central one 
of the three districts of the system can 
be put in operation at a cost of less 
than $1,000,000 when the present contracts
